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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is prompted by the Applicant's response filed 1 2-23-201 0. 
Claims 1-12 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
claimed invention, particularly including: the Applicant's steps for partially scrambling a 
data stream that includes transport stream packets having a header and a payload, 
where a sequence of the payloads comprises a program elementary stream (PES), and 
where the PES packet payloads carry coded data elements arranged in units, where the 
scrambling comprises selecting a sub-sequence of the transport stream packets and 
scrambling the payloads of the packets, and then further monitoring the payloads of the 
transport stream packets of the sequence for the presence of data indicating a 
boundary between two subsequent units, and determining the type of data carried by 
one of the two subsequent units, and if the type corresponds to a predetermined type 
(i.e., the determination is positive), including at least one of the transport stream packets 
that carry data forming part of one of the two subsequent units in the subsequence for 
scrambling. Overall, the particularly novel and unobvious step is that of including 
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packets in the subsequence for scrambling based on the monitoring of the data type 
carried by packets subsequent to a boundary between two units.
